III.   PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Demetrios  welcomed  and  introduced  the  two 
recently  appointed  Commissioners.   Commissioner  Theodore 
Brown  is  the  Principal  Architect  of  Theodore  Brown  & 
Partners,  Inc.   Commissioner  Flynn  is  the  Administrative 
Director  of  American  Conservatory  Theater. 

He  also  requested  that  the  matter  of  the  summer  POPS  series 
be  on  the  next  meeting  agenda. 
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IV.    DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

a.  Discussion  on  Earthquake  Safety  Progrzun  3(ESP-3) 

Director  Winship  reported  that  the  Commission  must  submit 
reports  by  March  31  for  those  buildings  to  be  considered 
by  the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  for  General 
Obligation  bonds  to  be  placed  on  the  November  1994  ballot. 
Those  buildings  in  the  Class  IV  and  III  seismic  categories 
will  be  considered  for  inclusion  in  Earthquake  Safety 
Program  3  or  ESP-3.   The  Art  Commission  Gallery  is 
Class  IV  and  the  cultural  center  buildings  are  Class  III 
and  Class  II.   From  the  previous  bond  report,  the  seismic 
work,  would  constitute,  on  average,  only  14%  of  the  total 
cost  needed  to  repair,  renovate  and  improve  the  cultural 
center  facilities.   The  seismic  work  for  the  Gallery  would 
constitute  7  6%  of  the  total  building  cost.   Further 
discussion  on  what  action  to  take  regarding  submittal  of  a 
proposal  to  CIAC  will  be  taken  up  at  the  visual  arts, 
community  arts  and  education,  and  executive  committees. 

b.  Presidio  Planning  Process 

Winship  reported  that  staff  had  met  with  an  ad-hoc  group 
of  interested  arts  advocates  and  Michael  Yaki  of 
Congresswoman  Pelosi's  office  regarding  inclusion  of  arts 
language  in  the  Presidio  planning  document.   Mr.  Yaki 
informed  the  group  that  the  issue  of  having  the  Presidio 
designated  a  National  Park  and  managed  by  a  public  benefit 
corporation  was  being  argued  in  Congress  with  HR  3433 
introduced  by  Congresswoman  Pelosi.   Staff  would  be 
working  with  Mr.  Yaki  to  gain  inclusion  of  arts  language 
in  the  bill  HR  34  3  3  and  with  the  Planning  Department 
representative  to  the  Presidio  Planning  Team.   Winship 
had  also  received  support  from  NEA  staff  that  Chairman 
Jane  Alexander  would  write  a  letter  of  endorsement. 
Commissioners  were  in  support  of  efforts  to  have  the 
Presidio  remain  as  a  national  park  with  inclusion  of 
the  arts  in  the  planning  process  and  documents. 

c.  Strategic  Planning  Process  for  Children, 
Youth,  and  Families 

Winship  reported  that  an  Executive  Resolution  will  be 
issued  by  the  Mayor  addressing  the  restructuring  of  the 
strategic  planning  process  for  children,  youth  and 
families.   A  collaborative  planning  committee  consisting 
of  directors  of  City  departments,  children's  advocates 
and  elected  neighborhood  representatives  will  assist  in 
developing  public  policy  for  children,  youth  and  families 
in  San  Francisco.   The  Art  Commission  along  with  Juvenile 
Probation,  Department  of  Public  Health,  Public  Libraries, 
Recreation  and  Park,  Department  of  Social  Services,  and 
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the  Mayor's  Office  of  Children,  Youth  and  their  Families 
have  been  identified  as  departments  that  must  be  involved 
in  the  planning  process  and  contribute  staff  time  to 
specific  planning  efforts  to  coordinate,  integrate  and 
consolidate  policies,  programs  and  budgets  of  public 
agencies  into  a  coherent  system (s)  of  services.

Winship  reported  that  the  supplemental  appropriation  and 
resolution  creating  two  positions  at  the  Art  Commission  to 
administer  the  Cultural  Equity  Endowment  was  approved  at 
the  February  7  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Requisitions  for  the  position  are  being  processed  so  that 
staff  may  start  March  1,  1994.   2700  copies  of  the  grant 
guidelines  were  printed  with  the  assistance  of  Theatre  Bay 
Area  and  distributed  to  a  dozen  non  profit  arts  service 
organizations  as  distribution  points  and  mailed  to  a  list 
of  multi-cultural  organizations.   Two  workshops  were 
scheduled  in  February  to  explain  the  grant  programs. 

Since  Commissioner  Lim  was  not  able  to  be  present,  she  had 
earlier  requested  that  the  matter  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
composition  be  carried  over  to  the  next  meeting.

In  October,  after  a  meeting  between  the  San  Francisco  Art 
Commissioners  and  representatives  from  all  four  neighborhood  Cultural 
Centers,  it  was  decided  that  the  two  parties  would  enter  into  a  long 
range  planning  process  to  explore  future  options  for  each  center 
regarding  their  facilities  and  their  relationships,  individually, 
with  the  Art  Commission.   Using  funds  set  aside  for  technical 
assistance,  the  Art  Commission  opted  to  contract  a  professional 
planning  consultant  to  guide  and  coordinate  a  strategic  planning 
process  between  the  Art  Commission  and  the  four  centers. 

"Community  Vision  2  000"  a  facilitated  panel  discussion  examining  the 
past,  present  and  future  roles  of  community  cultural  centers  was  held 
as  a  kick  off  to  the  strategic  planning  process  for  the  four  city- 
owned  Cultural  Centers  (Mission  Cultural  Center,  Bay view  Opera  House, 
Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture  and  the  South 
of  Market  Cultural  Center) .   The  event  took  place  on  Saturday,  January 
29th  from  10  a.m.  to  2  p.m.  at  the  Center  for  African  and  African 
American  Art  and  Culture  in  the  Western  Addition.   The  morning  session 
provided  an  opportunity  for  the  panelists  to  give  presentations  and 
the  afternoon  allowed  for  collective  dialogue  between  panelists  and 
participants. 

The  intention  of  this  event  was  to  engage  commissioners  and  cultural 
centers  in  a  creative  dialogue  allowing  all  involved  to  start 
questioning  our  roles  and  defining  our  needs  and  goals  for  the  future. 
Panelists  included  Commissioner  Steve  Nakajo,  Kimochi  Senior  Center, 
Josie  Talamontez,  Multicultural  Arts  Development  Program-California 
Arts  Council;  Naomi  Gray,  Mayor's  Economic  Development  and  Planning 
Task  Force  for  the  Western  Addition/ Fillmore;  and  C.  Bernard  Jackson, 
Inner  City  Cultural  Center.

Debra  Lehane,  the  Civic  Art  Collection  Manager  for  the  Art  Commission, 
presented  the  Commissioners  with  a  report  about  the  Adopt  a  Monument 
project  which  is  being  launched  in  conjunction  with  the  Anniversary  of 
the  1894  Midwinter  Fair.   This  project  will  involve  soliciting 
donations  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  3  6  monumments  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  The  Midwinter  Fair  Celebrations  are  a  collaborative  effort 
of  several  departments  including  the  Friends  of  Recreation  and  Park, 
the  Fine  Arts  Museums,  the  Japanese  Tea  Garden  and  others.   The 
celebrations  began  January  27th  with  the  opening  of  the  DeYoung 
Museum's  exhibition  on  the  Midwinter  fair  and  will  continue  through  to 
July  3rd  with  the  Friends  of  Recreation  and  Parks  grand  re-opening 
celebration  of  the  Music  Concourse  Bandshell.   During  this  time,  the 
Art  Commission,  Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  the  Friends  of 
Recreation  and  Parks  will  be  seeking  individuals,  groups,  and 
corporate  sponsors  to  adopt  one  of  the  monuments  recently  surveyed  in 
Golden  Gate  Park.   Ms.  Lehane  provided  the  Commissioners  with  a  brief 
written  history  of  each  of  the  monuments  for  their  information  and  the 
estimate  of  costs  for  repair  and  maintenance,  and  requested  that  the 
Commissioners  review  the  materials  and  review  their  ideas  for 
potential  sponsors. 

f .    Report  on  Airport  Planning  and  Selection  Process  for 
New  International  Terminal  Artwork. 
Susan  Pontious,  curator  in  charge  of  the  public  art  program  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  presented  an  overview  of  the  Airport 
Art  Enrichment  Program  in  progress  for  the  planned  expansion  of  San 
Francisco  International  Airport.   She  explained  that  the  Airport 
Master  Plan  calls  for  two  major  building  phases.   Phase  One  will 
generate  approximately  $12.4  million  in  art  enrichment  funds.   Capital 
projects  planned  include  a  new  international  terminal,  three  new 
concourse  buildings,  and  two  new  ground  transportation  buildings. 
In  addition,  there  will  be  a  new  light  rail  system  to  transport 
passengers  around  the  airport,  and  a  number  of  other  functional 
buildings,  such  as  parking  garages,  cargo  buildings,  etc.   Phase  Two 
will  generate  approximately  $2.3  million  in  art  enrichment  funds. 
However,  with  the  exception  of  the  remodeling  of  Boarding  Area  D, 
most  of  the  Phase  2  projects  are  operational  buildings  without  major 
public  access. 

The  Art  Commission  has  retained  the  services  of  Roger  Berry,  who 
developed  the  Art  Master  Plan  for  the  Waterfront  Transportation 
Projects,  to  help  develop  an  art  masterplan  for  the  incorporation 
of  permanent  public  art  into  the  new  airport  buildings.   The  program 
must  plan  for  not  only  how  to  use  the  funds  generated  by  major  public 
buildings,  but  also  for  those  generated  by  buildings  that  will  not 
have  public  access.   One  of  the  major  challenges  is  planning  how  to 
use  funds  generated  by  non-public  Phase  2  projects. 
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The  art  program  is  envisioned  in  four  parts.   Phase  1  is  for 
integrated  art  projects,  i.e.  projects  that  are  integrated  into  the 
fabric  of  the  architecture.   Phase  2  will  be  for  projects  commissioned 
for  specific  sites.   Phase  3  is  for  infrastructure  that  will  be  built 
into  the  building  that  will  allow  for  commissioning  video,  sound, 
holography.   The  program  is  researching  the  feasibility  of  building  in 
the  generic  hardware  for  these  media.  Then,  rather  than  commissioning 
one  artwork  in  video  or  sound,  the  equipment  could  be  used  to  showcase 
a  number  of  artists'  projects.   This  would  allow  for  incorporating 
work  in  media  and  disciplines  (such  as  dance  or  theater)  not  usually 
seen  in  a  permanent  public  art  program.     Phase  4  is  for  acquired 
individual  works  in  painting  and  sculpture. 

At  present,  the  program  has  just  selected  finalists  for  the  first 
phase  (integrated  artwork)  of  the  International  Terminal. 

In  response  to  questions  from  commissioners  about  recruitment  of 
minority  artists,  Pontious  replied  that  the  Public  Art  Program  makes 
the  following  effective  recruitment  efforts:  1)  direct  mail  of  project 
prospectus  to  mailing  list  of  minority  artists  and  multi-cultural 
artist  organizations  2)  Artweek   advertisement  and  media  release  to 
neighborhood  and  language  specific  newspapers  3)  research  and  direct 
recruitment  of  minority  artists  by  program  curators.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


Since  Director  Winship  was  appearing  before  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  on  a  personnel  matter  regarding  the  Cultural  Equity 
Grants  program,  she  requested  that  Assistant  Director  Richard 
Newirth  discuss  the  FY  94-95  General  Fund  Budget  that  was  reviewed 
by  the  Executive  Committee  and  submitted  to  the  Mayor's  Office. 

FY  94-95  General  Fund  Budget 

Mr.  Newirth  briefly  discussed  the  general  fund  budget  allocation 
received  from  the  Mayor's  Office.   The  Art  Commission  must  absorb 
all  unavoidable  cost  increases,  including  union  negotiated  salary, 
benefit,  and  other  increases,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  salary 
standardization.   He  explained  that  the  budget  was  prepared  cutting 
the  light,  heat  and  power  line  item  with  the  additional  cuts 
necessary  to  meet  the  target  coming  from  the  programmatic  expense 
lines.   Mr.  Newirth  stated  that  the  consensus  of  the  Executive 
Committee  was  to  approve  public  art  fund  allocations  to  cover  these 
cuts  from  the  General  Fund.   It  was  felt  that  it  was  important  to 
send  a  message  to  the  cultural  centers,  as  well  as  to  the  Mayor's 
Office,  that  the  Art  Commission  was  committed  to  covering  these 
expenses  in  FY  94-95  and  that  the  cuts  from  the  General  Fund  budget 
were  made  in  these  line  items  solely  because  there  was  no  other 
place  to  cut.

Upon  Director  Winship  returned  at  3:25  p.m.,  she  announced  the 
approval  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  a  final  staffing 
matter  to  establish  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program.   She 
discussed  the  possibility  of  applying  for  challenge  grants  from 
the  California  Arts  Council  and  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts.

Presidio 

Director  Winship  reported  on  action  the  staff  has  taken  to  promote 
inclusion  of  the  arts  in  the  planning  of  the  Presidio.   Efforts  were 
made  to  include  the  arts  in  legislation  and  in  the  actual  Presidio 
planning  document.   Copies  of  letters  and  a  fact  sheet  were 
distributed,  including  a  letter  of  support  from  NEA  Chair  Jane 
Alexander  to  Roger  Kennedy,  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 


MINUTES/ 03/ 07/94  -8-  ART  COMMISSION 


Commissioners  had  expressed  their  interest  as  to  how  they,  as 
private  citizens,  could  assist  in  establishing  the  entire  Presidio 
as  a  National  Park.   She  explained  to  Commissioners  that  letters  to 
key  political  leaders,  especially  to  Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  would 
help  the  effort  to  bring  the  arts  into  the  legislation.   If  this 
language  were  included  in  the  legislation,  national  and  local  arts 
organizations  nationwide  could  be  mobilized  to  support  the  legislation 
creating  the  Presidio  National  Park.

Commissioner  Healy  announced  the  Symphony  Press  Conference 
on  May  11  at  2:30  in  the  Davies  Symphony  Hall  lobby.   It  is 
a  press  conference  announcing  the  1994  San  Francisco  Art 
Commission  Symphony  POPS.

Commissioner  Healy  also  announced  the  congressional  hearing  on 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  other  issues  important 
to  the  arts  community.   The  hearing  will  focus  on  arts 
education  and  local  arts  support.  It  will  be  held  on  May  15  at 
3:00  at  the  Headlands  Center  for  the  Arts.   Members  of  Congress 
Lynn  Woolsey,  Pat  Williams  and  Diane  Frankel  will  be  there. 
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President's  Report  -  Continue 

a.    Charter  Reform  Proposals 

Commissioner  Healy  briefly  discussed  the  Charter  Reform 
proposals  outlining  the  three  Charter  Reform  drafts  that  are 
presently  being  circulated.   Three  drafts  are  being  presented: 
the  Mayor's  Draft,  the  Advisory  Committee's  Proposal,  and 
Supervisor  Barbara  Kaufman's  Draft.   In  order  to  make  any  changes 
to  the  Charter,  it  requires  a  2/3  vote.   If  Charter  items  are 
transferred  to  administrative  code  and  ordinance,  they  can  be 
revised  or  eliminated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Healy  recommended  and  encouraged  the  Commissioners 
and  the  staff  to  respond  to  these  proposals  in  a  very  strong 
manner. 

Assistant  Director  Newirth  explained  that  there  were  a  variety 
of  positions  that  the  Commissioners  could  take  regarding  the 
property  tax  issue  and  Charter  reform.   He  was  asked  to  develop 
proposals  for  the  Commissioners  to  consider  at  the  May  Executive 
Committee  meeting. 

After  further  discussion,  the  following  resolution  was  Moved 
by  Commissioner  Kirk,  Seconded  by  Commissioner  LaRocca, 
and  unanimously  Adopted:

Director  Winship  mentioned  the  success  Public  Information 
Coordinator,  Maureen  O'Rorke,  has  had  in  getting  coverage  for 
art  events  like  the  gallery,  Promenade  Ribbon  project,  and 
Market  Street  Art  in  Transit. 

Winship  announced  the  all  day  Arts  Education  Development 
Workshop  on  April  26  and  May  3  at  5845  Mission  Street. 

a.     Presidio  Arts  Planning 

Winship  and  Curator  Tonia  Macneil  met  with  Bob  Chandler, 
General  Manager  of  the  Golden  Gate  National  Park  and  with  Bob 
O'Neal,  Superintendent  of  the  Presidio  and  made  a  presentation 
about  cultural  planning  and  developing  a  cultural  arts 
masterplan  for  the  Presidio. 

She  has  contacted  various  national  arts  service  organizations  to' 
assist  passage  of  the  Pelosi  bill  with  the  inclusion  of  language 
for  arts  and  culture. 
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Winship  encouraged  the  Commissioners  to  write  letters  to 
Congresswoman  Pelosi  to  include  arts  language  in  the  bill. 
Three  things  are  important  to  accomplish:   1)  to  save  the 
Presidio,  2)  to  get  arts  and  culture  language  in  the  legis- 
lation and  3)  to  start  working  with  the  planning  team  and  in 
getting  the  arts  involved  on  a  local  level. 

b.  General  Fund  Budget  Cuts  (to  be  discussed  at  the  Executive 
Committee  Report) 

c.  Cultural  Equity  Organizational  Project  Grants 

Winship  mentioned  that  83  applications  were  received  on  the 
Cultural  Equity  grants.   She  encouraged  the  Commissioners  to 
attend  part  of  the  organizational  project  grants  panel  meetings 
to  understand  the  process  and  some  of  the  issues  and  dilemmas 
involved.   The  all  day  panel  meeting  were  to  occur  on  May  17 
and  May  18  from  8:00  to  6:00  p.m.,  in  Suite  70. 

She  also  announced  that  on  May  9th,  the  Public  Art  and  Cultural 
Equity  programs  would  be  conducting  a  workshop  for  individual 
artists  applications.

Commissioner  Healy  stated  that  Director  Winship  and 
Commissioner  LaRocca  met  with  Chief  Administrative  Office 
Nothenberg  regarding  the  gallery.   Mr.  Nothenberg  removed 
the  gallery  from  the  bond  issue  because  seismic  upgrade 
for  the  building  would  be  very  expensive:  $3.46/sq.  ft. 
With  no  future  for  seismic  repair  of  the  gallery,  Winship 
and  LaRocca  approached  the  CAO  to  discuss  development  of 
the  site  to  incorporate  an  office  structure  that  would 
house  Art  Commission  offices,  the  gallery,  and  part  of 
the  civic  art  collection  and  other  government  offices. 
A  joint  meeting  with  Real  Estate,  the  CAO  and  repre- 
sentation from  the  City  Attorney  initially  pointed  to  a 
high  cost  of  development  which  would  double  the  rent  for 
the  Art  Commission.   Real  Estate  was  to  pursue  invest- 
igation of  property  adjacent  to  the  site  before  any 
further  action. 

Commissioner  Nakajo  questioned  whether  the  existing 
gallery  building  had  to  be  closed  immediately  because  of 
the  liability  issue.   Winship  reminded  the  Commissioners 
of  the  CAO's  concern  that  the  Art  Commissioners  had  a 
moral  obligation  to  close  the  gallery. 

Commissioner  Demetrios  agreed  with  Commissioner  Nakajo 
that  the  building  should  be  closed  as  soon  as  possible. 
Director  Winship  responded  that  the  Art  Commission  is 
committed  to  the  artists  and  programming  thru  September. 
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The  gallery  director  will  present  a  feasibility  study  for 
the  program  at  the  May  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

After  further  discussion,  the  following  Resolution  was  Moved  by 
Commissioner  Kirk,  Seconded,  and  unanimously  Adopted:

Since  the  major 
portion  of  the  General  Fund  is  in  salaries,  and  the  gallery 
space  will  close.

Although  the  Commission  did  not  need  to  consider 
this  now,  the  position  could  be  transferred  to  Public  Art 
funding  for  a  year.   At  the  next  Executive  Committee 
meeting,  partial  or  full  funding  of  the  position  would  be 
reviewed. 

Commissioner  Lim  expressed  her  concerns  about  having  a  full 
time  Gallery  Director  without  a  Gallery  space.

President  Healy  announced  that  Aris  Demetrios  has  resigned 
because  of  his  residency  outside  the  city.  She  noted  that  there 
are  currently  four  vacancies  on  the  Commission.  There  are  two 
vacancies  on  Civic  Design,  so  that  no  quorum  can  be  achieved  at 
the  committee  level.   President  Healy  also  said  that  the  first 
free  Pops  Concert  held  in  Golden  Gate  Park  on  July  3  was  a 
wonderful  event. 
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IV.   Director's  Report 

a.  General  Fund  Budget 

The  Art  Commission  General  Fund  budget  was  cut  approximately  20% 
for  the  fiscal  year  1994-95.  Light,  heat  and  power  for  the 
cultural  centers,  the  curator's  position  at  the  gallery,  and 
program  funds  were  deleted  from  the  department's  General  Fund 
allocation.  Mandatory  salary  savings  imposed  would  translate  to 
19  days  off  without  pay  for  those  positions  funded  by  the  General 
Fund. 

b.  Charter  Reform 

Director  Winship  spoke  on  a  Planning  Commission  resolution, 
submitted  to  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  on  Charter  Reform, 
to  remove  design  review  authority  from  the  Art  Commission.  She 
reported  that  she,  Commissioner  LaRocca  and  a  member  of  the  city 
Architecture  Department  had  testified  before  that  committee  to 
recommend  that  design  review  power  remain  with  the  Art 
Commission.   The  Art  Commission  would  oppose  the  Planning 
Commission  resolution  on  the  grounds  that  it  would  adversely 
affect  the  existing  checks  and  balances  of  design  review.  Winship 
also  said  that  the  President  of  the  Planning  Commission  wants  a 
member  of  that  commission  to  sit  on  the  Art  Commmission  as  an  ex 
officio  member.   Commission  members  should  voice  their  objections 
to  Supervisor  Barbara  Kaufman's  office,  and  to  the  offices  of 
Supervisors  Migden,  Maher  and  Leal  (members  of  the  Rules 
Committee)  as  well.   Winship  also  said  that  the  Art  Commission 
has  made  every  effort  to  accommodate  the  Planning  Commission's 
wish  for  more  influence  on  the  design  review  process  by 
soliciting  comments  from  both  the  planning  staff  and  the  Planning 
Commission.   Their  concerns  have  been  addressed  at  Art  Commission 
meetings. 

The  commissioners  asked  Winship  to  provide  a  sheet  giving  them 
the  gist  of  what  they  should  say  to  Board  members. 

c.  Gallery  Space 

Winship  reported  that  the  soon-to-be  vacated  gallery  building, 
where  the  Commission  had  planned  to  maintain  a  storefront 
exhibition  to  benefit  the  public,  was  now  planned  for  demolition 
by  the  Real  Estate  Department.   She  added  that  the  Commission 
would  like  to  maintain  an  arts  presence  in  the  outdoor  lot  and 
civic  center  and  in  any  new  projects  for  that  space.   The  Real 
Estate  Department  has  plans  to  convert  it  into  a  parking  lot. 

The  gallery's  plight  will  be  pointed  out  to  Jane  Alexander,  Chair 
of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  when  she  visits  San 
Francisco  on  July  12  and  13.   She  will  tour  the  Civic  Center  area 
and  hold  a  public  forum  at  the  Center  for  the  Arts. 
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e.  Amerlcorp/NEA  Grant 

Winship  announced  that  San  Francisco,  as  a  partner  with  the  NEA, 
is  a  first-round  recipient  of  an  Americorp  Grant,  President 
Clinton's  National  Service  Initiative.   San  Francisco  will 
receive  support  for  20  writers  who  will  work  with  at-risk  youth 
on  literary  arts  projects  within  the  community.  Writerscorp  is 
coordinated  by  the  Associated  Writers  Program  in  Virginia.  The 
Commission  is  currently  recruiting  writers.   The  San  Francisco 
program  will  develop  a  training  component  for  Americorp  members 
and  have  a  regional  coordinator  for  the  project.   Their  training 
— which  will  include  management  and  conflict-resolution  skills — 
will  begin  in  September.   The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  have 
Americorp  members  help  youth  address  issues  important  to  them 
through  plays,  newsletters  and  other  literary  projects. 

e.  Music  Day 

Winship  reported  that  Music  Day,  held  in  six  neighborhood  parks 
on  June  21,  was  very  successful.  Staff  member  Eleanor  Beaton 
worked  successfully  with  community  groups  to  fulfill  the  purpose 
of  getting  music  programmed  in  the  neighborhoods  with  their 
involvement  and  attendance.  The  event  was  covered  on  CNN  and  also 
televised  to  Europe. 

f.  Presidio 

Winship  announced  that  arts  language  had  been  incorporated  into 
the  House  Subcommittee's  version  of  the  Pelosi  bill  for  the 
Presidio.   The  marked-up  bill,  HR  3433,  was  now  in  the  House 
Committee  on  Natural  Resources.  Winship  commended  staff  member 
Tonia  Macneil  for  her  work  on  developing  Art  Commission  language 
for  the  Pelosi  bill  and  the  Presidio  Plan.  Specifically,  HR  3433 
now  contains  the  following  language,  both  as  an  Amendment  of  Act 
to  establish  Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area  and  in  the 
Statement  of  Purposes:  "...  the  Secretary  may  utilize  the 
resources  of  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  to  provide  for  and 
support  programs  and  activities  that  foster.  .  .  arts  and 
cultural  understanding.  ..." 

Commissioner  Healy  extended  thanks  to  Bill  Morrison,  a  concerned 
individual,  who  was  helpful  in  alerting  the  Art  Commission  to 
cultural  planning  issues  with  the  Presidio.   Winship  emphasized 
the  importance  now  of  incorporating  arts  language  into  the  Senate 
version.

Muralist  Josie  Grant  addressed  the  Commission  about  the 
projected  destruction  of  the  CETA  murals  at  the  Ping  Yuen 
Housing  Project  at  895  Paciic.   Grant,  who  painted  the 
murals  and  is  an  advisor  to  the  Street  Artists  Committee, 
said  that  the  Housing  Authority  had  scheduled  the 
destruction  for  the  week  of  July  11  because  of  lead  in  the 
paint.   She  emphasized  the  urgency  of  action  by  the  Art 
Commission  and  said  that  the  Housing  Authority  had  not  given 
her  the  mandatory  60-day  notice.  She  also  said  that  the 
building's  tenants  had  been  led  to  think  that  the  murals 
would  be  replaced  with  new  ones,  which,  Grant  said,  will 
cost  $44,000  to  paint.   Currently  there  is  no  money  for  the 
new  murals.   Also,  the  Art  Commission  had  not  been  informed 
of  the  Housing  Authority  decision  either.   Grant  said  that 
the  Housing  Authority  was  willing  to  change  the  work  order 
if  it  received  a  recommendation  from  the  Commission.  Grant 
also  said  that  the  current  murals  are  cleanable  and 
restorable,  but  that  this  fact  was  never  presented  to  the 
Housing  Authority. 

Betsie  Miller-Kusz  also  spoke  in  support  of  Grant.   She 
emphasized  the  need  to  support  the  artist  and  to  implement 
the  60-day  notice.  || 

Commission  President  Healy  directed  the  staff  to  see  if  a 
60-day  notice  can  be  put  into  effect  so  that  the  facts  can 
be  investigated.

VII.   NEW  CHINATOWN  PARK  PHASE  I

The  New  Chinatown  Park  located  at  Powell  and  John  Streets  is  located  on  the 
site  of  the  old  Cathay  Mortuary.   The  small  13,500  square  feet  park  Is  bordered 
by  apartment  buildings  with  a  panhandle  lot  connecting  the  park  to  Jackson 
Street.   The  landscape  features  include  a  screen  of  trees  to  the  north,  an  open 
lawn  and  pavilion,  a  small  water  feature  balanced  by  paved  areas  in  the 
sunniest  portions  of  the  park.   Bordering  the  park  is  a  trellis  feature  with 
seating  and  perimeter  planting.   The  degree  of  closure  around  the  park  has  not 
been  resolved.   The  play  area  has  been  placed  to  provide  maximum  distance  from 
Powell  street.   Lighting  will  be  included  in  the  project  and  has  been 
Identified  as  an  Important  issue  by  the  Commissioners.   A  small  recreation 
center  Is  part  of  the  park  area.   The  building  Is  two  stories  with  a  roof 
garden.  The  building  was  designed  to  fit  into  a  residential  area  with  an 
effort  to  make  it  a  "civic"'  or  "club"  like  appearance.   Three  large  windows  on 
the  front  area  occupy  the  area  above  a  curving  canopy.   A  parallel  curve  above 
the  canopy  flows  with  vertical  interruptions  through  the  large  window  area. 
Colors  identified  for  the  building  are  tan,  coppers,  green  trim  and  red  doors. 
The  Conunittee  felt  that  the  design  of  the  building  was  very  successful  as  was 
the  overall  design  of  the  park.   The  committee  moved  for  Phase  I  approval.  See 
Reports  and  Orders.

VII.  NEW  CHINATOWN  CULTURAL  PARK  BUILDING 

Andy  Maloney,  Robert  Nist/Bureau  of  Architecture 


PHASE  II 


Bob  Nist  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  informed  the  CommittGe  of  changes  which 
had  occurred  since  the  Phase  I  review  of  the  New  Chinatown  Park  Building.   The 
Fire  Dept.  is  requiring  a  second  stair  which  has  caused  the  bathrooms  to  be 
moved  into  an  area  under  the  sidewalk.  The  red  has  been  changed  to  a  darker 
red  color  to  frame  the  windows  and  the  green  is  deeper.   Discussion  focused  on 
the  treatment  of  the  stair  tower  which  had  a  surface  grid  containing  vertical 
stripes  detailed  in  the  stucco.  The  Committee  felt  that  the  building  design  was 
highly  successful  in  its  front  facade  design  and  that  the  windows  and  front  are 
the  main  focus  of  interest.   The  Committee  requested  that  the  vertical  stripe 
and  grid  be  removed  to  simplify  the  design  and  to  keep  the  building  in  context 
with  the  residential  community.   It  was  suggested  that  the  horizontal  band 
which  appears  at  the  cap  of  the  building  front  could  repeat  on  the  stepped 
tower  elements.  A  Phase  II  approval  was  given  with  the  reconvnended  changes.

SITE: 

The  site  is  only  1/3  of  an  acre  and  is  in  close  proximity  to  the  most  densely  populated  area 
of  Chinatown.  The  park  and  building  will  fulfill  18  years  of  community  advocacy  in  the 
search  for  open  green  space  in  the  heart  of  Chinatown.  The  site  has  two  street  frontages. 
The  lower  level  or  park  level  building  entrance  will  face  the  park.  The  upper  level  will 
face  Jackson  St.,  which  is  the  uphill  side  of  the  sloping  site.  There  is  an  approximately  30' 
X  60'  slot  between  apartment  buildings  which  will  site  the  new  building.  The  remainder  of 
the  site  is  basically  level  and  will  be  the  location  of  the  new  park. 

PROGRAM: 

The  project  will  have  two  components:  a  park  and  a  recreation  building.  The  park  will 

provide  separate  gathering  areas  for  several  groups  to  use  simultaneously,  including  small 

children  and  seniors.  The  park's  active  areas  are  to  be  set  within  beautifully  landscaped 

areas. 

The  building  will  contain  maximum  sized  rooms  to  accommodate  a  wide  variety  of 

recreational  activities,  as  well  as  provide  a  kitchen,  restrooms,  storage  rooms,  a  roof 

garden  and  a  director's  office. 

DESIGN  SOLUTION: 

The  park  will  feature  an  entrance  gate  at  the  corner  of  John  and  Powell  Streets,  an  entry 
courtyard  with  marble  paving,  a  rustic  path,  mural  wall,  a  dry  creek  with  wood  bridge, 
lawn,  trellised  seating,  flowering  deciduous  trees,  and  a  children's  play  area.  An  artist  was 
selected  to  provide  sculptured  granite  stones  at  particular  locations  in  the  park. 
The  building  will  have  three  levels:  a  Park  Level,  Jackson  St,  Level,  and  a  Roof  Garden. 
The  main  space  is  on  the  Jackson  Level  and  contains  the  Meeting  Room.  This  space 
features  an  18'  ceiling  with  ornamental  wood  trusses,  wood  coffered  beams,  pendant 
lights,  and  a  choice  of  three  level  lighting  levels.  The  walls  feature  oak  woodwork  and 
wainscot  trim,  fabric  lined  panels  for  display  and  sound  control,  and  large  areas  of 
operable  windows  on  the  north  and  south  elevations  for  natural  light  and  ventilation.  On 
the  Jackson  level  is  also  a  full  height  bay  window,  kitchen,  entry  alcove  with  ornamental 
steel  security  gate,  and  a  semi-private  seating  nook.  The  Meeting  Room  is  designed  to 
accommodate  a  variety  of  uses  including  indoor  recreation  /  games,  dancing,  meeting, 
parties,  and  musical  concerts. 

The  Park  Level  also  contains  a  large  open  space  for  many  uses.  It  faces  the  park  directly 
and  is  adjacent  to  restrooms  and  the  director's  office. 

The  Roof  Garden  is  a  multipurpose  recreation  space  and  features  a  rubber  tile  play  area, 
planters,  wood  trellises  and  benches.

Robert  Nist  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  introduced  Project 
Manager  Genny  O'Connor  and  Project  Designer  Andrew  Maloney 
to  the  Commissioners.   During  Mr.  Nist's  presentation  of  the 
New  Chinatown  I'ark  and  Recreation  Center,  he  reviewed  for 
the  Commission  the  project's  compliance  with  the  Civic 
Design  Review  Committee's  Phase  1  and  II  instructions  for 
design  changes.   After  a  brief  discussion  the  Commission 
moved  to  award  the  Project  a  Phase  III  approval.

a.    Report  from  Chair  of  Community  Arts  and  Education  Committee 
regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and  the  Program. 

Since  Commissioner  Lim  was  out  of  the  country  most  of  July, 
she  asked  staff  to  report  on  activites  of  the  program. 

Director  Winship  said  that  the  Art  Commission  will  be 
conducting  an  Asian  Arts  needs  assessment  in  San  Francisco. 
The  assessment  will  be  conducted  by  Nancy  Young,  San-San 
Wong  and  Mari  Hata. 
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Commission  staff  members  are  currently  interviewing  people 
for  the  position  of  regional  site  coordinator  for  the 
Writercorp  program.  She  said  that  the  Art  Commission,  the 
national  organization  Associated  Writers'  Program  and  the 
NEA  were  currently  developing  program  content  together.  The 
Art  Commission  was  making  sure  that  federal  participation 
did  not  undercut  San  Francisco's  existing  literary  arts 
program.  Final  selection  of  the  20  Americorp  members  would 
be  completed  by  early  or  mid-September. 

Commissioner  Lim  expressed  concern  about  the  fast-tracking 
of  the  program  and  the  September  deadline  for  having 
everything  in  place.  She  emphasized  the  need  for  depth  and 
breadth  of  community  outreach  so  that  the  workshops  would 
have  sufficient  after-school  attendance.  She  also  said  that 
she  would  like  to  participate  on  the  program's  national 
advisory  committee. 

Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Sonia  Gray 
said  that  the  staff  was  focusing  on  outreach  and  retention 
of  students  for  both  the  new  writers'  program  and  the 
existing  literary  arts  program. 


Review  of  Cul 
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Report  from  Program  Director  of  Community  Arts  and 
Education  regarding  special  meeting  conducted  for 
the  Cultural  Center  Strategic  Planning  process. 

Sonia  Gray  reviewed  the  issues  pertaining  to  the  facilities 
and  said  that  the  next  Task  Force  meeting  would  be  on 
September  7,  6:30    -    9.   She  stressed  the  importance  of 
Commissioner  attendance  and  involvement. 


\ 
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She  said  that  at  the  last  joint  meeting,  five  key  issues 
were  identified:   (1)  facility  renovation  and  maintenance, 
with  an  emphasis  on  health  and  safety  items;  (2)  the 
centers'  resource  needs  and  ways  in  which  the  Art  Commission 
could  be  more  supportive;  (3)  the  role  of  the  Art  Commission 
as  a  political  advocate;  (4)  lease  acquisition  of  the 
facilities  and  the  Art  Commission  position  regarding  city 
ownership;  (5)  the  ongoing  relationship  between  the  cultural 
centers  and  the  Art  Commission  once  the  facility  issues  are 
resolved . 

Gray  also  said  that  the  Art  Commission  had  identified  two 
other  critical  issues:   (1)  assisting  the  centers  to  conduct 
business  effectively  and  to  attain  more  independence  and 
stability;  (2)  strengthening  center  art  programs  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  communities  they  serve. 

President  Healy  recalled  the  air  of  hostility  that  had 
previously  existed  between  the  Art  Commission  and  the  four 
cultural  centers  and  commended  Gray  for  the  sense  of  trust 
she  had  established.  She  also  said  that  the  Art  Commission 
did  not  have  the  funding  to  help  them  as  much  as  they  needed 
and  stressed  the  need  for  them  to  strengthen  their  own 
fundraising  abilities. 

Commissioners  Simon  and  Nakajo  both  emphasized  the 
importance  of  Commissioner  attendance  at  the  September  7 
Task  Force  Meeting. 

President  Healy  and  Commissioner  Nakajo  expressed  their 
interest  in  interviews  for  the  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Director's  position.  Winship  said  that  the  city 
charter  specified  that  Commissioners  should  not  be  involved 
in  personnel  issues,  such  as  hiring.   She  promised  to  check 
on  that  point  with  the  City  Attorney.

President  Healy  announced  plans  to  form  a  nominating  committee  to 
nominate  new  officers  for  the  Commission,  and  asked  any 
Commissioner  who  is  interested  in  serving  on  it  to  let  her  know. 
She  will  propose  names  for  the  new  committee  at  the  October  3 
meeting,  and  elections  will  be  in  December. 

She  also  announced  that  Commissioner  Terri  Simon  will  hold  a 
party  to  say  farewell  to  Sonia  Gray  and  to  welcome  the  new 
Commissioners.   The  party  will  take  place  at  Bull's  after  the 
October  3  meeting. 
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IV.   Director's  Report 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Joanne  Chow  Winship  introduced  Janet 
Heller,  the  new  site  coordinator  for  WritersCorps,  who  then  gave 
the  Commissioners  a  brief  overview  of  the  status  of  the  program. 

Heller,  who  has  been  associated  with  WritersCorps  from  its 
inception,  described  this  AmeriCorps  project  as  the  only  one  that 
is  arts  based.  She  said  that  San  Francisco  had  been  selected  as 
one  of  the  three  sites  nationwide  (along  with  the  Bronx  and 
Washington,  D.C.)  because  of  the  Art  Commission's  leadership  in 
community  work.  Heller  said  that  the  participants  for  San 
Francisco  had  just  been  selected,  that  the  project  would  start  on 
September  2  6  and  that  the  actual  teaching  in  after-school 
workshops  would  begin  in  November.  Participants  will  also  receive 
assistance  in  designing  a  system  for  evaluating  the  project. 
Heller  also  announced  that  the  ceremonial  launching  of 
WritersCorps  would  be  on  September  12,  with  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  director  Jane  Alexander  taking  part  in  the  swearing 
in  of  the  new  participants. 

Winship  announced  that  she  would  be  meeting  with  staff  members  to 
review  the  long-range  plan  after  its  initial  approval  9  months 
ago.   She  mentioned  the  possibility  of  holding  a  retreat  to  give 
Commissioners  an  occasion  for  its  annual  review. 

Winship  reported  that  the  Art  Commission  staff  would  be  working 
with  Presidio  staff  and  others  to  develop  a  concept  paper  on  art 
planning  for  the  Presidio,  and  that  a  consultant  would  be  engaged 
to  facilitate  meetings  and  program  planning.   She  asked  the 
Commissioners  to  submit  names  of  possible  consultants  as  well  as 
participants  in  the  meetings.   For  the  meetings,  Winship 
emphasized  the  importance  of  bringing  together  people  with  the 
ability  to  develop  ideas  for  interdisciplinary  opportunities  for 
a  national  park  from  the  local,  regional  and  national  j

When  asked  if  the  Streetscape  plan  would  be  incorporated 
into  the  master  plan,  Lehane  responded  that  the 
Streetscape  plan  was  an  expansion  of  the  master  plan  with 
the  objective  of  meeting  master  plan  goals  to  make  the 
downtown  area  more  pedestrian  friendly,  and  to  strengthen 
review  and  placement  of  street  furniture  in  that  area. 
She  also  said  that  the  document  demonstrated  that  the  Art 
Commission  had  not  relinquished  any  of  its  design  review 
authority. 

Commissioner  Mealy  announced  a  plan  to  establish 
procedures  whereby  the  Planning  and  Art  commissions  could 
work  together  at  staff  levels  on  various  projects  to 
generate  awareness  of  potential  problems.

Public  Relations 

Maureen  O'Rorke,  the  contractor  handling  public 
information,  reviewed   strategies  and  goals.  Currently 
she  and  associate  Ken  Presti  are  conducting  consistent 
media  outreach  through  press  releases,  calendar  notices, 
photo  desk  mailings,  public  service  announcements,  talk 
show  pitches,  letters  to  the  editor,  and  occasional  calls 
to  columnists.  The  newsletter  has  a  new  format,  and  two 
new  brochures--one  on  community  arts  and  education  and 
one  on  vis\ial  arts--are  plaiuied. 


1 
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Results  so  far,  O'Rorke  said,  had  included  interviews 
about  WritersCorps  on  four  talk  shows,  CNN  coverage  of 
Music  Day,  public  service  announcements  for  public  arts 
projects,  and  photos  and  articles  in  the  newspapers.   The 
Chronicle  has  also  assigned  news  reporter  Tara  Shioya  to 
the  Art  Commission  beat.   O'Rorke  also  pointed  out  the 
distinction  between  straight  news  and  feature  coverage 
and  said  that  she  would  be  making  an  effort  to  generate 
features  for  a  more  comprehensive  view  of  the  Art 
Commission. 

Commissioner  Kirk  raised  the  issue  of  image  presentation 
to  neighborhoods  and  asked  if  the  strategy  included 
contact  with  local  ethnic  newspapers. 

O'Rorke  said  that  they  maintained  consistent  contact  with 
all  community  newspapers  as  well  as  the  metropolitan 
dailies.   She  outlined  plans  for  a  grassroots  approach  to 
neighborhood  outreach,  which  included  placement  of 
articles  in  association  newsletters  and  community 
newspapers  as  well  as  presentations  to  neighborhood 
groups.  She  said  that  planning  and  scheduling  of 
presentations  were  under  way  and  she  asked  any 
commissioners  who  were  interested  in  participating   to 
let  her  know.  Once  they  had  established  how  often 
different  groups  met,  she  said,  they  would  schedule 
initial  presentations  followed  by  ongoing  contact.  Visual 
materials  will  be  ready  in  October. 

Commissioner  Healy  suggested  that  professional 
organizations,  such  as  the  AIA,  be  contacted  as  well. 

O'Rorke  agreed  and  asked  the  Commissioners  to  submit 
their  suggestions  to  her. 

Commissioner  Healy  asked  that  a  sample  presentation  with 
all  visuals  be  given  at  a  future  commission  meeting. 

Cultural  Equity  Grants 

Lawrence  Thoo  reported  on  the  first  round  of  cultural 
equity  grants  in  this  year's  three  categories — (1) 
Organization  Project  Grants  for  small  to  medium-sized 
arts  organizations,  (2)  Cultural  Equity  Initiative  Grants 
for  arts  organizations  dedicated  to  certain  historically 
underserved  communities,  and  (3)  Individual  Artist  Grants 
for  individual,  or  teams  of  individual,  artists.  In  all, 
148  applications  were  submitted  by  organizations  and  123 
by  individual  artists.  Forty  grants  were  made  to 
organizations  and  27  to  individuals,  amounting  to  a  total 
of  approximately  $640,000  from  the  $750,000  available  for 
grantmaking  and  administration. 
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Thoo  summarized  the  scope  of  projects  receiving  grants, 
saying  that  they  represented  the  spectrum  of  art  forms 
and  that  the  projects  themselves  ranged  from  organization 
development  and  program  expansion  to  new  projects  and 
workshops,  with  an  emphasis  on  youth,  for  communities.  He 
also  discussed  the  types  of  applications  received  in  each 
of  the  three  categories.  In  the  Organization  Project 
category--  which  was  artf orm-specif ic  and  limited  to 
music,  dance  and  theatre--theatre  projects  constituted 
the  largest  number  of  proposals.  In  the  Cultural  Equity 
Initiatives  category,  the  largest  number  were 
multidisciplinary  and  visual  art  projects.   In  the 
Individual-Artist  category,  the  largest  number  were 
visual  art  projects. 

Thoo  said  that  61%  of  Organization  Project  category 
proposals  came  from  small  organizations  with  an  annual 
budget  of  less  than  $150,000,  and  that  there  was  a 
perception  among  applicants  that  these  organizations  were 
at  a  competitive  disadvantage.  Thoo  said  that  one  round 
of  grantmaking  did  not  provide  enough  information  to 
confirm  or  refute  that  perception,  but  that  recent 
revisions  in  the  guidelines  would  allow  for  accounting 
for  differences  in  organizational  size.  Other  guideline 
revisions  would  reduce  ambiguities  and  provide  greater 
focus. 

Thoo  reported  on  the  proportion  of  grants  awarded  to 
underserved,  underfunded  community  groups.   Since  the 
Cultural  Equity  Initiative  category  was  specific  to  those 
groups,  100%  of  those  first-round  grants,  amounting  to  50 
percent  of  the  funding,  were  awarded  to  projects 
representing  those  concerns.  In  the  other  two  categories- 
-Organization  Project  and  Individual  Artist — 
approximately  90  percent  of  the  grants  were  awarded  to 
projects  addressing  underserved  groups. 

Thoo  announced  that  the  first  deadline  for  the  next  round 
of  applications  was  the  end  of  October  1994,  with 
subsequent  deadlines  established  for  the  end  of  the  year, 
early  next  year,  next  spring  and  next  summer.   He  said 
that  the  multiple  deadlines  would  help  applicants  with 
their  proposal  preparation  and  enable  them  to  apply  for 
other  categories  if  they  didn't  receive  a  grant  in  the 
first  category  available. 

Commissioner  Healy  congratulated  the  Cultural  Equity 
staff  and  panels.

II.   APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES 

The  following  Resolution  was  Moved  by  Commissioner  Healy, 
Seconded,  and  unanimously  Adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1107-94-476:  APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES  ADOPTED 
RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  Minutes 
of  the  Regular  Monthly  Meeting  of  03  October,  1994. 


III.  PRESIPBWT^S  REIPORT 

President  Healy  announced  that  Commissioner  Robert  LaRocca 
had  resigned  after  14  years  on  the  Commission.   Mr.  LaRocca, 
who  has  said  that  he  will  be  available  for  volunteer 
service,  will  be  invited  to  the  December  5  meeting. 
President  Healy  also  said  that  she  would  prepare  a  letter  of 
appreciation . 
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President  Healy  announced  that  Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  will 
be  the  new  chair  of  the  civic  design  committee,  and  Commissioner 
Meyer  will  chair  the  ad  hoc  gallery  committee. 

She  informed  the  Commission  on  the  status  of  the  gallery 
situation.  She  said  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Government 
Efficiency  and  Labor  Committee  hearing  on  the  gallery  had  been 
extremely  encouraging,  with  large  numbers  of  artists  attending  to 
express  support.  She  said  it  was  also  revealed  that  the  $800,000 
figure  cited  by  the  Department  of  Real  Estate  for  renovation  of 
the  Gallery  building  was  excessive,  and  that  a  member  of  the 
audience,  himself  the  owner  of  numerous  masonry  buildings 
requiring  restoration,  had  proposed  an  alternate  estimate  of 
between  $150,000  and  $225,000.  The  Department  of  Real  Estate  had 
based  its  figure  on  the  square-foot  estimate  of  the  Courthouse, 
President  Healy  said. 

She  said  that  Supervisors  Kaufman  and  Hallinan  had  promised  their 
support.  They  will  help  the  Commission  in  its  efforts  to  secure 
the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  bookstore  space  in  the  War  Memorial 
building,  and  they  have  agreed  that  the  Art  Commission  can 
continue  to  use  the  gallery  building  for  window  programming  and 
storage  since  the  building  did  not  undergo  enough  damage  from  the 
1989  earthquake  to  be  tagged.  At  the  Supervisors'  recommendation, 
the  City  Attorney  has  since  prepared  a  resolution  permitting 
programming,  storage,  and  entry  by  Art  Commission  staff. 

President  Healy  reported  on  a  meeting,  arranged  by  Commissioner 
Dodie  Rosekrans,  that  she  attended  with  Tom  Horn,  War  Memorial 
Board  president,  board  member  Francesca  Naify,  Commissioner  Meyer 
and  Director  Winship.   She  said  that  the  issue  of  the  bookstore 
space  would  be  discussed  at  a  War  Memorial  Board  committee 
meeting  on  November  9,  and  she  urged  the  Commissioners  to  contact 
any  board  members  they  knew.  Other  parties  whose  request  for  the 
same  space  will  also  be  considered  at  the  meeting  are  the  San 
Francisco  Historical  Museum  and  the  Department  of  Real  Estate. 
The  Art  Commission  is  the  only  one  proposing  a  public  use  of  the 
space. 

Commissioner  Healy  also  announced  that  the  Department  of  Real 
Estate  wishes  to  use  the  Gallery  building  for  storage  of 
Treasurer's  Office  records. 

The  Commission  discussed  relevant  issues  of  retaining  gallery 
space  for  storage  of  Art  Commission  records,  conceding  part  of 
the  space  to  the  Department  of  Real  Estate  in  exchange  for  their 
withdrawing  their  request  for  the  War  Memorial  building  bookstore 
space,  the  need  for  employees  other  than  Art  Commission  staff  to 
obtain  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  their  own  formal  permission 
to  enter  the  gallery  building,  and  ensuring  that  any  agreement 
with  the  Department  of  Real  Estate  would  not  be  indefinite. 
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IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Winship  announced  possibilities  for  several  forthcoming 
interactive  media  projects.   An  Art  Commission/Public  Library 
joint  project  will  attempt  to  put  selected  slide  registry 
exhibitions  on  line,  and  the  Art  Commission  office  will  soon  have 
two  interactive  stations,  which  will  have  excellent  potential  for 
the  Collections  program  as  well. 

Winship  also  reintroduced  the  subject  of  the  DeCaux  kiosks, 
saying  that  the  information  kiosk  had  room  for  20  interactive 
videos.  DPW  has  given  the  Art  Commission  permission  to  issue  an 
RFP  for  a  consultant  to  produce  an  interactive  program. 

Winship  said  that  ways  in  which  the  interactive  technology  could 
boost  Art  Commission  public  relations  were  by  offering  access  to 
lists  of  public  art  programs,  maps  or  self -guided  tours  of  public 
art  in  Civic  Center  and  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  calendars  of 
current  cultural  events. 

Commissioner  Healy  suggested  that  the  Art  Commission  space  at  the 
Visitors  Center  could  be  used  for  selling  products  indigenous  to 
San  Francisco. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  undesirability  of  selling  such 
products  as  T-shirts,  the  sales  potential  for  previously  produced 
Market  Street  posters,  and  the  staff  resources  and  knowledge 
needed  to  get  into  merchandising. 

Winship  said  that  she  was  in  the  process  of  establishing  a  fiscal 
agent  for  the  Adopt  a  Monument  campaign  and  that,  after 
conversations  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Supervisors,  she 
recommended  creating  two  funds — a  special  fund  with  the  City  and 
another  one  with  the  San  Francisco  Foundation. 

Commissioner  Flynn  suggested  contacting  Supervisor  Kaufman  as  one 
very  knowledgeable  about  about  the  fundraising  process.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Healy  announced  that  elections  of  the  1995  Commission 
President  and  Vice  President  would  take  place  later  in  the 
meeting.   She  congratulated  in  advance  Terry  Simon,  slated  by  the 
Nominations  Committee  for  President,  and  Steve  Nakajo,  slated  for 
Vice  President.

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III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Incoming  President  Terri  Simon  thanked  past  President  Anne  Healy 
for  her  excellent  job  during  the  past  year,  and  said  that  she  was 
looking  forward  to  achieving  a  high  level  of  communication 
between  Commission  members  and  between  Commission  and  staff. 

She  reminded  the  Commissioners  and  program  directors  of  the 
upcoming  planning  retreat,  which  will  be  facilitated  by  former 
Commissioner  Bob  LaRocca,  at  her  home  on  Saturday,  January  21 
from  9  to  3 .  She  stressed  the  importance  of  attendance  at  full 
Commission  and  committee  meetings  in  order  to  achieve  the 
necessary  quorums  to  accomplish  the  heavy  volume  of  work  ahead  of 
them.   She  expressed  her  hope  for  a  proactive  Commission  that 
would  collaborate  to  develop  productive  interactions  with 
supervisors,  other  departments,  and  legislators. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


Upcoming  Issues 

Director  Winship  thanked  Anne  Healy  for  her  service  as  President, 
welcomed  Terri  Simon,  and  addressed  the  challenges  to  be  faced  in 
the  months  ahead.  These  included  advocacy  with  other  departments, 
supervisors,  and  members  of  the  public  for  support  of  the  public 
art  ordinance  and,  in  the  area  of  charter  reform,  for  maintaining 
the  charter  mandates  for  civic  design. 

She  said  that  a  third  area  of  advocacy  would  be  for  the 
noncontroversial  Adopt  a  Monument  program,  for  which  the 
Commission  would  have  a  fiscal  agent.  The  first  goal  will  be  to 
get  firm  commitments  for  selected  monuments  before  unveiling  a 
campaign. 

Lonq-Range  Plan 

She  said  that  she  would  be  sending  the  Commissioners  a  status 
summary  of  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the  Long  Range -Plan  in 
preparation  for  the  January  21  retreat. 
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Presidio  Arts  Planning 

Winship  said  that  the  next  meeting  on  arts  planning  for  Presidio 
National  Park  would  be  on  Friday,  January  13  at  the  Presidio. 
She  said  that  the  arts  planning  process  was  even  more  timely  due 
to  the  announced  accelerated  departure  of  the  Army  in  the  coming 
Fall.   She  called  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  distributed 
copies  of  the  report  by  consultant  Helene  Fried,  which  was  based 
on  proceedings  of  the  previous  meeting  and  follow-up  interviews 
with  group  members.  Winship  also  said  that  when  calls  for 
proposals  for  leasing  of  space  at  the  main  post  were  sent  out  in 
early  December,  no  known  RFPs  were  received  by  arts 
organizations.  Consequently,  an  imminent  objective  would  be  to 
inform  the  arts  community  of  the  availability  of  main  post 
buildings  for  rent. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  questions  on  leadership  in  the  arts 
planning  process  and  the  role  of  the  Art  Commission,  Winship 
reviewed  the  background  leading  up  to  the  current  project.   She 
said  that  Art  Commission  staff  had  approached  the  National  Park 
Service  to  work  with  them  in  developing  guidelines  for 
integrating  the  arts  into  the  park  before  a  final  plan  was 
developed.  Now,  the  advisory  group  was  developing  a  concept  paper 
to  give  Park  Service  personnel  more  definitive  guidance  on  making 
decisions  about  leasings  and  program  activity.  The  main  role  of 
the  Art  Commission,  she  said,  had  been  to  educate  the  National 
Park  Service  about  the  arts  and  ways  of  integrating  public  art 
and  other  arts  programs  into  the  new  urban  park. 

Commissioner  Healy  suggested  that  the  Art  Commission  should  be 
assuming  leadership  of  the  effort  and  actively  getting  space  for 
artists  and  art  groups. 

Community  Arts  and  Education 

Winship  said  that  the  search  for  a  new  Community  Arts  and 
Education  program  director  was  continuing,  since  the  candidate 
who  had  been  offered  the  job  had  turned  it  down. 

Winship  reported  on  a  January  4  meeting  with  the  cultural  center 
directors. 

She  and  the  Commissioners  discussed  the  Cultural  Centers  Task 
Force  consultant's  role,  his  productivity  to  date,  and  the  need 
for  him  to  produce  a  written  report,  as  specified  in  the 
contract.  Winship  said  that  the  process  in  general  had  improved 
rapport  with  the  cultural  centers,  that  center  personnel  felt 
they  had  benefitted  from  working  with  the  consultant  and 
articulating  their  perceptions  of  a  sound  long-term  structure. 
She  reiterated  the  need  for  a  written  outline  that  would  lead  to 
a  joint  operating  procedure.

Anne  Healy  reported  on  a  lengthy  discussion  about  the 
revised  guidelines  for  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants,  Level  II. 
She  reviewed  the  background,  beginning  with  the  revision  in 
question,  whereby  organizations  with  annual  budgets  of  more 
than  $800,000  over  a  three-year  period  were  ineligible  to 
apply  for  grants  at  Level  II,  and  said  that  the  revisions 
had  been  presented  to  a  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program 
advisory  committee  as  well  as  the  Commission  several  months 
before.  Subsequently,  two  weeks  before  Christmas,  one 
organization  lodged  a  protest  and  requested  that  the  Level 
II  guidelines  be  changed  so  that  it  could  apply. 
Commissioner  Healy  said  that  the  Executive  Committee  had 
decided  to  support  the  program  director  and  abide  by  the 
current  guidelines  but  that  they  would  be  willing  to 
reconsider  the  $800,000  cutoff  point  for  the  next  round.  She 
said  that  they  would  hold  feedback  sessions  to  hear  the 
voice  of  the  community.  Commissioner  Healy  emphasized  the 
fact  that  the  Cultural  Equity  Grant  process  was  a  good  one, 
with  peer  reviews,  open  meetings,  and  an  overall 
responsiveness  to  the  needs  of  multicultural  organizations 
and  people  of  diverse  origins. 

She  also  said  that  she  had  talked  with  the  executive 
director  of  the  organization  lodging  the  protest,  and  that 
she  believed  the  individual  understood  the  Commissioners' 
position  while  hoping  they  would  agree  to  change  the 
guidelines. 

Commissioner  Healy  also  said  that,  when  the  guidelines  did 
come  up  for  review,  the  key  issue  would  be  a  definition  of 
"mid-sized  organization." 

The  Commissioners  discussed  responses  by  various  supervisors 
to  the  controversy,  the  excellent  cultural  equity  grant 
process  currently  in  place,  and  the  high  quality  and 
diversity  of  the  grantees.

Consultant  Mari  Hata  gave  an  update  on  the  study  surveying 
needs  and  goals  of  the  Asian  American  art  community  and  the 
potential  for  a  collaborative  effort. 
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She  distributed  copies  of  the  results  received  to  date. 
Respondents  ranked  needs  on  a  scale  of  1  to  5,  with  5 
indicating  maximum  urgency.   Hata  also  said  that  findings 
differ  for  subsequent  focus  group  meetings,  in  which  people 
from  the  diverse  Asian  American  cultures  found  they  could 
work  together  to  identify  issues  they  had  in  common.  Hata 
said  the  final  phase  of  the  study  would  investigate  the 
facilities  aspect,  and  that  the  final  report  would  be 
completed  by  March  14 . 

In  answer  to  a  question  about  the  low  response  of  about  25% 
to  date,  Hata  said  that  they  were  working  with  people  who 
were  leaders  in  the  community.   She  said  that  the  41% 
response  that  she  expected  to  receive  before  project 
completion  would  be  a  good  one  and  provide  an  active  core 
group. 

On  the  issue  of  facilities,  Hata  said  that  many  groups  were 
focused  on  marketing  and  programming  rather  than  a  building, 
but  that  many  were  becoming  aware  of  the  advantages  to  being 
part  of  a  center.  She  said  that  many  had  not  previously 
thought  about  the  possibility  of  sharing  facilities  and 
equipment  as  a  collaboration  of  Asian  Americans. 

Director  Winship  asked  about  the  identification  of  skills 
that  members  of  the  Asian  American  groups  could  lend  to  the 
effort.  Hata  responded  that  all  people  who  had  come  to  a 
focus  group  meeting  were  receiving  phone  calls  to  address 
that  issue. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  mechanisms  for  addressing  the 
identified  needs,  the  role  of  the  Art  Commission  as  an 
advocate,  the  possibility  of  soliciting  funding  from  a 
national  force  once  one  or  more  members  of  the  Asian 
American  community  had  been  identified  as  capable  of 
assuming  that  task,  and  the  fact  that  the  innovation  of  a 
collaborative  Asian-American  project  had  potential  for 
generating  money.

Presidio  presentation  by  Helene  Fried 

Consultant  Helene  Fried  made  a  presentation  about  the   Presidio. 

The  Presidio,  a  national  park  operated  by  a  federal  agency,  is  a 
distinctly  different  opportunity  from  Hunter's  Point  Naval  Shipyard 
and  Treasure  Island  which  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.   The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is 
named  as  a  "key  partner"  in  the  Plan  Amendment.   Several  city  agencies 
have  cooperated  with  the  National  Park  Service  in  the  planning.   These 
include  the  Planning  Departmenr,  Police,  MUNI  and  others.   This 
concept  paper  is  one  of  several  developed  in  special  areas  to  provide 
further  suggestions  to  the  National  Park  Service. 


I 
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The  preliminary  draft  concept  paper  states  as  its  mission:   to  assist 
the  National  Park  Service  in  achieving  their  goals  by  developing  a 
comprehensive  and  integrated  sustainable  approach  to  cultural  arts 
involving  individual  artists  and  organizations.   The  concept  plan  is 
national  in  scope.   Further,  it  specifically  states  that  the 
recommendations  are  those  best  suited  for  the  Presidio  and  are  not 
intended  to  compete  with  programs  throughout  the  Bay  Region  and 
nation. 

She  also  stated  that  the  concept  paper  recommends  that  artists  serve 
as  partners  to  the  National  Park  Service,  as  educators  and 
interpreters.   Further,  that  the  arts  serve  as  a  vehicle  for 
interpretation  of  history  and  expression  of  the  future  possibilities. 

One  theme  which  has  emerged  for  artists  and  organizations  to 
address  is  that  of  the  Presidio  representing  the  juxtaposition  of 
contrasting  elements-land  and  sea,  city  and  open  space,  history  and 
future,  humanism  and  technology,  western  and  eastern  cultures. 

Another  important  idea  is  the  creation  of  interpretive  gardens 
throughout  the  site,  the  public  art,  seating,  interpretive 
signage.   These  gardens  could  celebrate  land  based  cultures, 
reflect  cultural  diversity  and  become  opportunities  for  youth 
training  in  gardening,  and  interpretation,  as  well  as  providing 
a  place  for  informal  performances. 

Finally,  a  resource  center  for  artists  and  craftsman  to  provide 
services  in  preservation  and  conservation,  construction, 
graphics  and  multimedia  presentations,  and  program  development. 

She  stated  that  an  ad-hoc  committee  has  been  advising  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Commission  on  the  development  of  the  concept  paper. 
The  Committee  is  comprised  of  artists,  arts  administrators, 
specialists  in  folkart,  public  art,  economics,  representatives  from 
the  foundation,  preservation,  environmental  community,  and 
individuals  who  have  been  involved  with  the  cultural  activities  at 
the  GGNRA. 

She  also  stated  that  the  Art  Commission  is  sponsoring,  in  cooperation 
with  Fort  Mason  Center,  a  public  meeting  on  February  13  to  inform  the 
community  of  the  request  for  proposal.   Also,  the  San  Francisco  Art 
Commission  would  be  hosting  a  public  meeting  on  February  2  2  to  hear 
public  testimony  on  the  paper.   The  ad-hoc  committee  would  meet  on 
February  24,  to  review  the  draft  concept  paper  and  develop 
recommendations  for  further  action.

Winship  informed  that  she  was  in  the  process  of  reviewing  cost 
estimates  for  hardware  and  software  and  investigating  partner- 
ship and  sponsorship  for  the  project.   She  would  bring  that 
information  to  the  next  Executive  Meeting.   The  project  would 
have  a  2  year  pilot  phase  as  part  of  the  conditions  of  the 
Decaux  contract  with  the  City.   The  contract  may  be  extended 
for  another  18  years  beyond  the  pilot  phase.   Regardless  of  the 
kiosks  availability,  the  content  developed  would  continue  to  be 
available  through  the  libraries  computer  electronic  information 
system. 

b.   NEA  and  Local  Advocacy  Update 

Director  Winship  noted  that  the  House  Appropriation  Interior 
subcommittee  slated  the  NEA  for  a  $5  Million  cut,  1  Million 
for  administration,  and  $4  Million  for  programs.   She 
brought  attention  to  Arts  Advocacy  Day  in  Washington,  D.C.  on 
March  14  and  encouraged  those  to  use  an  800  telephone  number 
to  express  their  support  for  the  National  Endowment  for  the; 
Arts. 
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The  situation  at  the  local  level  was  not  much  better  with  the 
Mayor's  office  projecting  a  $102.3  million  shortfall.   She 
encouraged  Commissioners  to  be  in  contact  with  the  Mayor  and 
his  finance  director  over  maintaining  the  Art  Commission  budget. 
Winship  had  prepared  an  advocacy  paper  outlining  the  areas, 
arguments,  contacts.  Board  of  Supervisors'  committees  and  time 
lines.

Director  Winship  reminded  the  Commissioners  to  submit  their 
Form  730  Conflict  of  Interest  before  the  April  3  deadline.

Winship  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  Adopt-A-Monument 
resolution  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  establishing 
San  Francisco  Foundation  as  fiscal  agent  for  the  fundraising 
effort  to  secure  conservation  and  endowment  funds  for  the 
maintenance  of  monuments  in  Golden  Gate  Park  and  throughout 
the  City.   She  and  Debra  Lehane,  Collections  Manager,  will  be 
making  fund-raising  calls  to  businesses  and  interested 
individuals.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  | 

President  Terri  Simon  thanked  Ann  Wettrich  for  her  work  on  the 
CSSSA  Awards  Ceremony. 

She  asked  the  Commissioners  to  consider  acceptable  alternative 
dates  for  the  July  meeting  since  the  regularly  scheduled  date 
falls  on  Monday,  July  3,  when  many  people  will  be  unavailable. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Winship  introduced  HWY  1 :  Pacific  Arts  Consulting  Group 

for  a  presentation  of  their  Asian  American  Arts  Needs  Assessment. 

The  study  was  conducted  in  response  to  a  number  of  issues  raised 

by  members  of  the  Asian  American  arts  community  during  cultural 
equity  grants  workshops. 

Speaking  for  HWY  1,  Nancy  Young  described  the  historic  lack  of 
support  for  Asian  American  arts.  She  summarized  the  findings.  The 
consultants'  information-gathering  methods  consisted  of  written 
surveys,  interviews,  and  focus  group  meetings.  Every  effort  was 
made  to  reach  an  even  distribution  of  contemporary  artists  in  all 
Asian  populations.  Of  the  87  surveys  sent  out,  they  received  34 
responses.   Issues  raised  by  respondents  included  audience 
development,  identification  of  new  funding  sources,  facilities 
for  presentation  and  office  space,  need  for  more  staffing,  a 
communication  network,  channels  for  promoting  Asian  art  to  the 
mainstream,  and  the  development  of  political  effectiveness. 

Ms.  Young  emphasized  that  a  number  of  Asian  American  artists  are 
beginning  to  gain  national  and  international  reputations.  But 
they  feel  they  have  neither  support  nor  access  to  influential 
people. 

For  solutions,  she  first  suggested  a  redefinition  of  the  Asian 
American  Art  community  as  a  part  of  the  Pacific  Rim.  This  could 
establish  a  vital  liaison  with  Pacific  Rim  countries  and  increase 
tourism.  The  project  would  require  a  coordinating  body,  such  as 
the  Art  Commission.  Internships  and  collaborations  between 
organizations  are  possible  solutions  to  the  lack  of 
administrative  structure  and  leadership  in  the  Asian  Art 
community,  Ms.  Young  stressed  the  need  for  a  center,  with 
pliysical  space  for  presentation. 
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She  proposed  the  establishment  of  a  task  force  of  community 
members  who  could  examine  what  needed  to  be  done  to  create  a 
facility.  Emphasizing  the  widespread  interest  in  a  facility,  she 
said  that  the  community  energy  would  increase  the  likelihood  of 
such  a  center's  success. 

She  said  that  Asian  Arts  organizations  needed  technical 
assistance  for  fundraising  and  increased  self-reliance. 

Commissioner  Nakajo  said  that  the  final  draft  of  the  report  was 
in  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  office,  and  the  next  step  was 
to  make  a  decision  on  how  to  act  on  it. 

The  remainder  of  the  Director's  Report  was  deferred  to  the  end  of 
the  meeting  so  that  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director 
Liz  Lerma  could  give  an  update  on  events  at  the  Mission  Cultural 
Center. 

Report  on  Mission  Cultural  Center 

Ms.  Lerma  reviewed  the  developments  at  the  Mission  Cultural 
Center  the  preceding  week,  when  the  Board  had  angered  the 
community  by  discharging  the  executive  director  and  his  assistant 
and  changing  all  locks  in  the  building.  At  a  meeting  the 
following  Saturday,  convened  at  the  Center  by  an  ad  hoc  community 
group,  the  sense  of  mistrust  between  staff  and  board  began  to 
heal.   That  meeting  was  followed  by  a  dramatic  and  vocal 
community  meeting.  A  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  facilitator 
had  expressed  his  own  views  rather  than  restricting  himself  to  a 
facilitator's  role.  Because  he  was  no  longer  perceived  as  a 
neutral  third  party,  Ms.  Lerma  was  asked  to  succeed  him  as 
facilitator.  Ms.  Lerma  expressed  her  intention  of  facilitating 
the  next  community/board  meeting  in  an  environment  whereby 
everyone  would  abide  by  rules  and  feel  free  to  express  views  in  a 
safe,  neutral  place.   After  speaking  with  both  the  community 
group  and  the  board,  she  believed  that  both  shared  the  same 
goals.  She  said  that  her  position  was  as  an  Art  Commission 
representative  concerned  for  the  health  and  well  being  of  the 
Mission  Cultural  Center.  She  predicted  that  the  community  would 
be  very  involved  and   Cultural  Center  would  emerge  from  the 
incident  stronger  than  before.

Director  Winship  delivered  the  remainder  of  her  report. 

Asian  American  Dance  Performances 


She  introduced  a  representative  of  Asian  American  Dance 
Performances,  which,  along  with  a  number  of  other  small  dance 
companies,  formerly  occupied  the  building  next  door  to  the  paint 
store  that  exploded  on  Portrero  Hill,  causing  a  destructive  fire 
The  group  now  needs  a  new  facility  for  one  large  studio  and 
several  office  spaces.  Their  former  quarters  were  approximately 
35  feet  by  40  feet.   A  supportive  community  has  provided 
rehearsal  space  for  June  and  July.  They  have  an  urgent  need  for 
temporary  office  space. 


Director  Winship  said  that  the  staff  would  be  making 
recommendations . 

Budget 


Ms.  Winship  reported  that  the  Mayor  had  made  recommendations  in 
accord  with  what  had  been  submitted.   A  certain  amount  is  in 
reserve  to  meet  increases  resulting  from  new  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  between  the  unions  and  the  City.   On  the  capital 
budget,  the  Mayor  has  cut  the  maintenance  budget  in  half,  but 
that  will  be  restored  with  retirement  funds. 
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Charter  Reform 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  made  a  recommendation  to  include 
language  relating  to  the  cultural  centers  in  the  proposed  charter 
revision  to  ensure  that  they  remain  contributors  to  the  City 
cultural  life.   The  language  in  the  Charter  reform  means  that  it 
is  a  stated  obligation  of  the  City  to  maintain  the  facilities. 

Multimedia 

Director  Winship  reported  that  two  staff  members  are  now  in 
multimedia  training  at  the  library  two  days  a  week.  The  training 
is  being  funded  by  the  Library's  NTIA  grant  and  will  help 
Commission  staff  develop  the  multimedia  program  for  the  Library 
system.  The  program  will  start  with  portions  of  the  civic  art 
collection  and  some  of  the  public  art  works. 

On  the  street  kiosk  system,  security  and  environmental  issues 
have  increased  the  installation  cost  to  $124,000  plus  a  possible 
annual  cost  of  $49,000.  Consequently,  the  Art  Commission  will  be 
unable  to  install  multimedia  in  street  kiosks  this  fall.   Ms. 
Winship  will  meet  with  Decaux  and  DPW  to  explore  a  written 
agreement  to  install  multimedia  in  the  kiosks  at  a  later  date  at 
no  additional  charge  to  the  city. 

Gallery 

The  Curator  II  position  has  been  advertised  in  Artweek  and 
Jobwire  and  sent  to  over  200  organizations  for  posting.  Forty- 
three  applications  have  been  received.  Interviews  will  be 
scheduled  within  the  next  two  weeks. 

The  preparation  of  the  new  gallery  space  is  under  way. 
Two  new  technical  curators  are  being  hired  on  an  as  needed  basis 
for  renovation.  The  work  will  begin  in  July  after  the  UN50  group 
vacates  the  space.  The  plan  is  to  have  an  opening  in  September. 

Presidio 

The  Presidio  Concept  Plan  has  been  completed  and  submitted  to  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Presidio  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area  for  acceptance  and 
presentation  to  the  GGNRA  Advisory  Committee.  The  National  Park 
Service  is  being  asked  to  work  with  an  advisory  committee  that 
would  promote  implementation  of  the  Concept  Plan  recommendations. 
Fort  Mason  Foundation  is  willing  to  serve  as  fiscal  agent  to 
projects  promoted  by  the  advisory  committee.  The  committee,  which 
would  be  organized  by  the  Art  Commission,  would  consist  of 
national,  regional,  and  local  members. 

NAALA  Conference 

The  conference  will  be  held  in  San  Jose  between  Thursday,  June  8 
and  Tuesday,  June  13.   Most  staff  members  will  attend  one  or  more 
sessions.  Ann  Wettrich,  Janet  Heller  and  Joanne  Chow  Winship  will 
give  presentations.  Jill  Manton  is  on  the  public  art  panel.  Tonia 
Macneil  and  Susan  Pontioua  will  facilitate  discussion  groups. 
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Director  Winship  thanked  Commissioners  Meyer  and  Freebairn-Smith 
for  their  participation  in  organizing  the  artist-to-artist  Kobe 
auction.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


President  Simon  welcomed  Rich  Newirth  in  his  new^  capacity  as 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs. 

She  announced  the  dissolution  of  the  Performance  Evaluation 
Committee,  consisting  of  Tom  Flynn,  Willis  Kirk  and  her,  and 
thanked  the  other  members  for  their  work.  She  announced  the 
following  Committee  changes,  effective  in  August: 
Commissioner  Rascon  will  leave  the  Community  Arts  and 
Education  Committee;  Commissioner  Keeler  will  join  the  CAE 
Committee;  Commissioner  Flynn  will  leave  the  Street  Artists 
Committee;  Commissioner  Rogers  will  join  the  Street  Artists 
Committee . 
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President  Simon  announced  the  formation  of  an  ad  hoc 
committee  to  handle  the  national  search  for  a  director.  It 
will  consist  of  Commissioners  Keeler,  Nakajo,  Rascon,  Healy 
and  Simon. 

She  announced  an  October  fundraiser  at  Gump's  to  help  with 
the  restoration  of  the  Buddha  monument  as  part  of  the  Adopt 
A  Monument  campaign.  Bob  LaRocca  will  chair  the  committee 
for  the  event  tickets,  which  will  be  about  $75.  Names  and 
addresses  of  invitees  will  be  needed,  and  the  Commission 
will  provide  and  address  the  invitations.   Gump's'  will 
provide  refreshments,  publicity  and  a  percentage  of  store 
sales . 


IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Rich  Newirth  thanked  the  Commissioners  and  staff  for  their 
support  during  the  past  month.   He  called  the  Commissioners 
attention  to  the  revised  Public  Art  Program  fact  sheet,  the 
announcement  of  the  temporary  position  of  assistant 
director,  and  the  new  annual  report,  all  distributed  at  the 
meeting . 


Meeting  with  the  CAO 


I 


He  reported  on  a  recent  meeting  with  Commissioner  Nakajo  and 
CAO  Bill  Lee.  He  said  the  exchange  had  been  very  positive 
and  that  Mr.  Lee  had  been  open,  receptive  and  interested  in 
receiving  information.  The  CAO  was  also  impressed  by  the 
fact  that  substantial  funds  had  been  raised  for  the 
Commission  by  Jill  Manton  through  several  ISTEA  grants.  Mr. 
Newirth  expressed  his  optimism  about  a  cooperative 
relationship  between  the  Art  Commission  and  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer. 

Commissioner  Nakajo  reiterated  the  positive  nature  of  the 
meeting.  He  announced  plans  for  a  three-hour  presentation 
and  tour  to  inform  Mr.  Lee  about  Art  Commission  programs. 
Mr.  Lee  will  bring  a  staff  person  and  a  member  of  DPW. 

He  commented  on  Mr.  Lee's  interest  in  the  Cultural  Equity 
Grants  program  as  an  example  of  a  peer  group  panel  process, 
his  support  for  the  Embarcadero  Ribbon,  and  wish  for 
increased  interaction  between  the  Art  Commission  and  the 
City  museums.  The  strategy  is  to  keep  Mr.  Lee  informed  of 
Art  Commission  activity. 

The  Budget 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  the  Art  Commission  would  have  no 
budget  cuts  for  the  coming  year.   He  thanked  Mary  Ellen 
Wriedt  of  the  Mayor's  Office  for  her  work  on  the  proposed 
budget.   Proposed  budget  cuts  for  salary  savings  by  Harvey 
Rose's  office  have  also  been  rescinded. 
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On  the  capital  budget,  he  described  Supervisor  Kaufman's 
efforts  to  spearhead  a  drive  to  add  $300,000  of  the  capital 
funds  for  cultural  center  maintenance.  The  assessed  need  for 
maintenance  is  $300,000.   Last  year's  allotment  was  $46,000, 
and  the  Mayor's  projection  for  this  year  was  $23,000.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  Budget  Committee  has  come  forward  with 
an  additional  $200,000  for  a  potential  total  of  $223,000. 
The  proposal  will  be  heard  by  the  Board  within  two  weeks.  He 
commended  Maria  Martinez,  president  of  the  Arts  Democratic 
Club  and  the  Cultural  Centers  Consortium,  for  her  work  with 
Supervisor  Kaufman's  office.   He  encouraged  any 
Commissioners  who  had  contacts  with  Supervisors  to  support 
the  proposal . 

Gallery 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  the  Gallery  Curator  Search 
Committee  had  selected  10  preliminary  candidates  from  the 
more  than  90  applications  received.   Interviews  will  be 
conducted  within  the  next  two  weeks,  and  approximately  3 
finalists  will  be  selected  for  second  interviews.   He 
invited  interested  Commissioners  to  meet  with  the  finalists. 

He  announced  a  Thursday  evening,  July  13  opening  reception 
outdoors  at  155  Grove  Street  for  the  first  window 
installation  at  the  new  gallery,  "down-pour"  by  Lauren 
Davies,  a  City  Site  exhibition,  "Fingerprint"  by  Anders 
Barth,  and  a  sound  installation  in  the  155  Grove  Street 
window,  "Groundswell"  by  Ed  Osborn. 

Work  on  the  new  gallery  space  will  be  done  during  August. 
Three  consultants,  who  have  worked  with  the  Commission 
before,  are  providing  their  services  for  an  honorarium.  They 
are  an  artist/architect,  a  space  planner  and  a  lighting 
consultant.  The  opening  will  take  place  in  September,  and 
the  hope  is  to  have  a  new  Curator  in  place  by  then. 


Staff  Issues 

Mr.  Newirth  is  continuing  to  work  with  the  employee 
assistance  program,  whose  representatives  will  make 
recommendations.   He  expressed  his  hope  to  see  staff  members 
working  together  in  different  ways,  and  to  use  staff 
meetings  as  problem-solving  sessions. 

Commission  Visibility 

He  wants  to  increase  Art  Commission  visibility  both 
externally  and  throughout  City  government.   He  will  work 
actively  to  establish  productive  working  relationships  with 
the  Supervisors,  their  aides  and  other  City  departments. 
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Multimedia 

The  multimedia  kiosk  project  is  tabled  for  at  least  the  next 
two  years.   The  Art  Commission  is  now  working  with  the 
Library  on  a  telecommunication  project.  The  slide  registry 
will  be  put  on  line,  and  the  plan  is  to  add  both  the  Civic 
Art  Collection  and  public  art  at  a  subsequent  time.  There 
will  be  two  multimedia  work  stations,  one  at  25  Van  Ness  on 
the  lower  level  and  another  at  the  gallery. 

Pops  Concerts 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  that  the  Art  Commission  sponsorship  is 
more  prominent  this  year,  both  in  the  media  and  at  the 
concerts.  He  announced  the  upcoming  free  Pops  concert  at  the 
the  Presidio  main  parade  grounds  on  Sunday,  July  23  at  2 
p.m.  The  Symphony  will  reserve  parking  spaces  and  seating 
for  Commissioners. 

Mission  Cultural  Center 

The  situation  is  calmer,  and  progress  is  positive.  Three 
members  of  the  board  have  resigned,  and  5  new  members  from 
the  community  have  joined  it.  An  imminent  problem  for  the 
Center's  board  to  resolve  is  that  many  of  the  assets  are 
frozen. 

Charter  Reform 

The  proposal  is  to  increase  the  Art  Commission  to  15 
members.  The  three  additions  would  be  a  multimedia  artist, 
another  at-large  representative,  and  one  ex  officio,  the 
president  of  the  Planning  Commission  or  someone  designated 
by  the  president  of  the  Planning  Commission.  The  other 
existing  ex  officio  seats  would  be  abolished. 

There  will  be  language  defining  Art  Commission  duties  as 
promoting  arts  programming  on  local  and  neighborhood  levels 
and  ensuring  that  the  cultural  centers  are  viable  and 
accessible.  There  will  be  appropriations  for  maintenance  and 
operations.  The  new  language  duplicates  that  used  in  the 
charter  for  other  arts  facilities.  The  language  will  result 
in  the  Commission  having  more  influence  on  the  Capital 
Improvements  Advisory  Committee,  and  it  implies  more  of  an 
obligation  on  the  City's  part  for  cultural  center 
maintenance.  Also,  according  to  Controller  Ed  Harrington,  an 
obligation  stated  in  the  Charter  might  provide  justification 
for  proceeding  with  a  bond  measure. 

Charter  Reform  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.   It  will  be  heard  on  July  22  in  the  Select 
Committee  on  Charter  Reform  and  will  then  go  the  full  Board. 
If  it  is  approved,  it  will  be  placed  on  the  ballot.  A  two- 
thirds  vote  is  needed  for  passage. 


The  Commissioners  discussed  their  reservations  to  increasing 
the  number  of  Art  Commissioners  to  15. 
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Harvey  Milk  Memorial 

The  supervisors  hnve  passed  a  resolution  requesting  the  Art 
Commission  to  liave  a  competition  for  a  Harvey  Milk  Memorial 
Funding  will  come  from  various  sources,  both  public  and 
private.  Mike  Jloush  of  Supervisor  Ammiano's  office  will 
provide  more  information  about  this  project  at  the  next 
Visual  Arts  ('ommittoe  meeting.

Mr.  Newirth  discussed  the  recent  column  by  Matier  and  Ross,  his 
response  in  a  letter  to  the  editor,  and  the  need  to  take  an 
assertive  rather  than  defensive  position  on  the  arts.

Mr.  Newirth  reviewed  several  major  points  of  information  about 
the  Sunshine  Ordinance:  (1)  Any  time  a  quorum  of  the  Commission 
or  a  Committee  gathers,  this  constitutes  a  meeting  and  notice 
must  be  given.  (2)   Calling  other  Commissioners  by  phone  to 
discuss  business  or  poll  opinions  violates  the  spirit  of  the 
ordinance  and  deprives  the  public  of  its  right  to  participate  in 
the  process.   (3)   No  action  can  be  taken  on  an  item  that  is  not 
already  on  the  agenda  except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  or 
danger  to  the  public  interest.  (4)  Closed  session  can  be  held 
only  for  very  specific  reasons,  and  the  proceedings  may  not  be 
divulged  publicly  unless  the  Commission  votes  to  do  so.   In 
short,  all  correspondence,  proceedings  and  paperwork,  including 
signed  contracts,  are  public  information.   City  attorney  Amy 
Ackerman  will  be  substituting  for  Miriam  Stombler  while  she  is  on 
maternity  leave. 

c.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0807-95-396:  Motion  to  approve  appointment  of     A 
Richard  Newirth  to  Class  3562,  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  at 
Step  5  of  the  salary  range  for  the  class. 

4 .  Community  Arts  and  Education  -  Steve  Naka.jo.  Chair 

a.    Report  from  Chair  of  Community  Arts  and  Education  Committee 
regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and  the  Program. 

Liz  Lerma  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  status  of  the  four  cultural 
centers.   An  additional  sum  of  $200,000  from  the  Capital 
Improvement  Budget  has  been  allocated  for  the  cultural  centers, 
which  will  submit  their  maintenance  and  repair  priority  lists.  A 
supplemental  appropriation  has  been  submitted,  and  it  must  be 
approved  before  the  funds  may  be  accessed. 

The  name  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House  has  been  chianged  Lo 
Bayview  Opera  House  Ruth  Williams  Memorial  Theater. 
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The  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture 
has  requested  a  guarantee  of  funding  for  adequate  building 
maintenance  and  renovation.  According  to  the  existing  lease,  The 
Center  should  have  taken  over  all  utility  and  maintenance  costs 
after  t,he  first  three  years  of  the  lease,  entered  into  on  July 
23,  1991,  but  Center  administrators  contend  that  this  obligation 
should  be  contingent  upon  the  City's  completion  of  building 
renovation.  The  financial  commitment  required  to  fully  renovate 
the  facility  is  so  substantial  that  a  bond  measure  may  be 
required  to  accomplish  the  renovation  and  upgrade. 

SOMAR  is  basing  its  proposed  lease  on  the  amended  lease 
being  negotiated  with  CAAAC .  It  is  also  waiting  for  the  results 
of  a  loan  application  submitted  to  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing 
to  provide  funds  to  complete  code-related  improvements  for  public 
assembly  requirements.  The  center  raises  money  on  its  own  through 
its  Technical  Services,  a  production  services  operation  with  the 
use  of  two  trucks  owned  by  the  Art  Commission.   SOMAR  is  willing 
to  assume  responsibility  for  the  fuel,  repair  and  maintenance  of 
the  trucks.  Staff  is  investigating  the  possibility  of  gifting  the 
trucks  to  the  center. 

At  Mission  Cultural  Center,  a  transitional  Board  has  been 
formed.   A  number  of  founding  board  members,  including  the 
pi'esident  of  the  current  working  board,  have  come  back  to  assist 
the  center  during  the  transition.   Many  new  volunteers  have  also 
come  forward  to  teach  free  classes  and  help  keep  the  center  open. 
Victor  Diaz,  a  law  student   at  New  College,  is  the  Interim 
Executive  Director. 

All  of  the  cultural  centers  need  help  with  maintaining  the 
facilities.  The  issue  of  long-term  commitment  is  a  difficult  one, 
because  the  Cultural  Centers  cannot  become  self-sufficient  until 
the  buildings  have  been  fully  renovated.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  each  CAE  committee  member  work  with  a  different  center  in 
order  to  work  toward  a  resolution  of  their  facility  problems. 

Discussion  of  September  tour  of  cultural  centers 

The  tour  of  the  cultural  centers  for  Commissioners,  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  their  aides  is  tentatively 
scheduled  for  either  Friday,  Sept.  22  or  the  29th.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Mexican  Bus  can  be  rented  for  the  tour. 

Civic  Design  Committee  -  Rod  Freebairn-Smith,  Chair 

Report  from  Chair  of  Civic  Design  Committee  regarding 
activities  of  the  Committee  and  the  Program. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  announced  that  merchants  and 
property  owners  are  submitting  appeals  to  the  Board  of  Permit 
Appeals  regarding  tlie  proposed  locations  of  certain  JCDecaux 
advertising  kiosks. 

Me  reported  on  a  meeting  with  former  CAO  Rudy  Nothenberg  to 
discuss  city  maintenance  of  San  Francisco's  urban  design 
investments,  constituting  millions  of  dollars  in  fine  granite  and 
brick.   He  is  recommending  that  the  Art  Commission  work  with  the 
present  CAO  Bill  Lee  on  this  issue. 
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He  reported  on  the  following  proposals  for  Civic  Center  Plaza:  a 
playground  for  older  children;  a  relocation  of  the  tot  lot  and 
installation  of  a  new  fence;  installation  of  a  conununity  garden. 
He  has  testified  before  Rec/Park's  Land  Use  Committee  on  the  Art 
Commission's  commitment  to  protecting  the  dignity  and  beauty  of 
the  Civic  Center  area. 

He  reported  on  a  Landmarks  Commission  motion  to  designate  Union 
Square  on  the  National  list  of  Landmarks.   The  item  will  be  heard 
again  by  the  Planning  Commission  in  September.   Commissioner 
Freebairn-Smith  believes  that  the  Planning  Commission  mood  is 
favorable . 

He  reported  on  a  Guardsmen  proposal  for  a  Yule  season  ice  rink 
for  Union  Square.  He  has  requested  that  this  project  be  brought 
before  the  Civic  Design  Committee. 

He  discussed  the  possibility  of  releasing  the  Turk-Fillmore 
building  for  other  uses.   The  Redevelopment  Agency  is  interested 
in  working  with  the  Art  Commission  on  the  possible  development  of 
the  facility  for  arts-related  uses.

Commissioner  Keeler  reviewed  the  Commission  practice  of  hiring  police 
officers  to  prevent  illegal  sellers.  She  reported  on  a  recent  incident 
whereby  street  artist  You  Shan  Tang,  an  illustrator  and  National  Book 
Award  recipient,  was  arrested  and  detained  by  one  of  the  officers  for 
not  having  his  license  or  an  ID  in  his  possession.  Sergeant  Thompson, 
who  supervises  the  street  artist  detail,  has  been  informed  that  only 
the  regular  trained  officers  for  the  Art  Commission  detail  are  to  be 
assigned  in  the  future. 
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Commissioner  Keeler  also  said  that  the  District  Attorney's  office 
referred  Mr  Tang  to  arbitration  and  that  his  $125  fee  has  been  waived. 
She  reported  that  the  District  Attorney  has  begun  referring  many  cited 
street  artists  to  arbitration.  This  is  a  new  process  that  presents  a 
problem  because  of  artists'  fees  and  the  time  involved.  The  staff  will 
investigate  this  issue. 

The  staff  will  also  look  into  the  acquisition  of  new  spaces  downtown, 
at  the  Flower  Market  and  in  Harvey  Milk  Plaza.

The  following  item,  VI-l-c,  was  moved  from  the  consent  calendar  to  the 
Committee  Report  for  the  hearing  of  public  testimony,  discussion  and 
possible  motion  for  approval  in  the  full  Commission  meeting. 

Howard  Lazar  distributed  a  map  of  the  three  proposed  new  spaces  on  the 
west  side  of  Stockton  Street  below  O'Farrell.   He  described  them  as 
three  "golden  spaces"  that  meet  all  the  regulations  of  the  Street 
Artist  Ordinance.  He  said  that  the  spaces  were  previously  occupied  by 
illegal  sellers  that  the  program  police  enforcement  has  since  closed 
down.  The  new  spaces  would  help  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  numerous 
other  spaces  in  the  downtown  area.  These  include  six  by  the  Dunhill 
Building  which  is  under  construction  and  three  by  the  Tiffany 
Building.  The  spaces  are  being  proposed  for  a  six-month  temporary 
designation. 

The  Commission  then  accepted  public  testimony. 

Speaking  in  opposition  to  the  designation,  Ed  Lawson  of  the  Union 
Square  Association  expressed  concern  about  the  congestion  of  that 
particular  block.  He  said  that  the  number  of  street  artists  is  lower 
and  that  numerous  already  designated  spaces  are  no  longer  used.  Peter 
Moylan  of  Cushman  and  Wakefield,  owner  of  the  55  Stockton  building, 
cited  the  increased  congestion  caused  by  Planet  Hollywood  and  Virgin 
MegaStore  on  the  other  side  of  the  street  as  well  as  numerous  bus 
stops.  He  also  expressed  concern  about  merchants'  operating  expenses 
and  insurance  liability. 

Speaking  for  the  proposal,  street  artist  William  Clark  said  that 
numerous  designated  spaces  at  Fisherman's  Wharf  had  been  negatively 
impacted  by  tour  bus  and  construction  zones.  Also,  use  of  Embarcadero 
Plaza  was  now  prohibited  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department. 

On  the  insurance  issue,  Mr.  Lazar  said  that  the  City  Attorney  had 
already  issued  an  opinion  that  adjacent  property  owners  are  not  held 
liable  for  any  incident  relating  to  street  artist  displays.  If  an 
incident  is  caused  by  an  artist,  that  artist  is  liable,  not  the 
property  owner. 
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Street  artists  Eunice  Rodriguez  and  Ronnie  Taylor  also  testified.  Ms. 
Rodriguez  cited  the  loss  of  numerous  spaces  in  the  downtown/Union 
Square  area.  Mr.  Taylor  said  that  there  had  never  been  a  case  of 
injury  by  a  street  artist  display.  He  also  said  that  the  street 
artists  provided  a  small  business  presence  which  was  disappearing  from 
the  downtown  area. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  importance  of  the  Christmas  season  to 
the  street  artists,  particularly  after  this  year's  long  rainy  season. 

In  response  to  a  question  on  the  number  of  artists  and  spaces,  Mr. 
Lazar  said  that  the  total  number  of  artists  was  approximately  400, 
down  from  a  previous  600.  But  the  number  of  artists  competing  for 
prime  selling  spaces  through  the  lottery  during  major  selling  seasons 
consistently  exceeds  the  number  of  spaces.  Approximately  200  compete 
for  less  than  100  viable  spaces  at  the  wharf,  while  approximately  100 
compete  for  less  than  60  viable  spaces  downtown. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  positive  effect  of  the  program's 
police  enforcement  on  discouraging  illegal  selling  and  reducing  crime. 
In  response  to  a  question,  Mr.  Lazar  said  that  street  artists  were  not 
required  to  be  insured.  He  emphasized  that  property  owners  are  not 
liable  for  any  incident  caused  by  an  artist  or  display.  Commissioner 
Freebairn-Smith  expressed  his  concern  that  merchants  and  property 
owners  have  ample  opportunity  to  express  their  views  on  the  issue.

Mr.  Newirth  introduced  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  Director 
Lawrence  Thoo ,  who  provided  background  on  the  Cultural  Equity 
Initiatives  Level  II  category.  The  category  was  developed  to  provide 
support  specifically  to  small  and  mid-sized  organizations  (currently 
defined  as  those  with  annual  budgets  averaging  no  more  than  $900,000) 
with  three-year  grants  that  would  allow  them  to  make  substantial 
change.  The  guideline  budget  restrictions  were  challenged  last  year  by 
a  larger  organization  just  before  the  application  deadline.  The  issue 
was  brought  before  the  Executive  Committee,  which  instructed  staff  to 
obtain  public  input  on  the  issue  after  the  cycle  was  completed.  Two 
public  meetings  revealed  mixed  opinions.  In  general,  smaller 
organizations  were  opposed  to  changing  the  budget  restriction  on  the 
grounds  that  they  would  have  difficulty  competing  effectively  in  an 
already  highly  competitive  category.  Larger  organizations  supported 
removal  of  the  budget  cap.  Staff,  in  consultation  with  the  advisory 
committee,  decided  to  defer  changes  until  review  of  the  program's 
entire  guidelines  was  conducted  the  following  year,  at  the  end  of  the 
two-year  cycle.  The  Mexican  Museum  then  claimed  it  had  not  been 
informed  of  the  public  meetings,  though  program  records  indicated  that 
a  notice  had  been  sent. 
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In  public  testimony,  Marie  Acosta  Colon  of  the  Mexican  Museum  stated 
that  she  opposed  an  arbitrary  budget  limitation,  calling  it  a  policy 
of  exclusion.  Kola  Thomas  of  the  Center  for  African  and  African 
American  Art  and  Culture,  said  that  a  budget  limitation  would  thwart 
the  program's  goal  of  promoting  growth.  He  said  that  awards  should  be 
based  on  the  merits  of  applications  rather  than  budgets.  Cultural 
Equity  Advisory  group  member  Jennifer  Spangler  said  that  the  process 
had  been  fair  but  that  the  day's  feedback  was  indicating  that  the 
limitation  should  be  lifted.  Nanette  Fok  of  the  National  Asian 
American  Telecommunications  Association  cited  the  impact  of  government 
and  corporate  funding  cuts  on  historically  underserved  art 
communities.  She  urged  the  Commission  to  revisit  the  definition  of 
mid-sized  organizations.  Jeff  Jones  of  the  Mexican  Museum  said  the 
Cultural  Equity  Endowment  mission  was  to  promote  growth.  He  urged 
against  pitting  small  organizations  against  larger  ones.  Maria 
Martinez  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Democratic  Club  commended  the 
Commission  for  its  trust  in  artists  to  review  grants.  She  asked 
members  to  let  the  panels  decide  the  merit  and  worth  of  projects  based 
on  all  proposals. 

Commissioner  Flynn  questioned  whether  the  budget  limitation  was  in  the 
spirit  of  the  Cultural  Equity  Endowment  goal  of  helping  institutions 
from  underserved  communities  grow  into  large  successful  organizations. 
Commissioner  Healy  said  that  breaking  a  process  in  the  middle  of  a 
situation  was  a  bad  precedent.  Commissioner  Flynn  suggested  that  the 
Executive  Committee  hear  from  smaller  organizations. 

Mr.  Newirth  advised  that  deferring  a  decision  would  alter  the 
timelines  for  guideline  production.  He  said  that  he  would  prefer  that 
a  decision  be  made  today,  so  that  people  could  receive  and  submit 
applications  in  a  timely  manner. 

Commissioner  Flynn  suggested  moving  back  the  deadlines. 

Mr.  Thoo  said  the  deadlines  for  the  Organization  Project  Grants 
category  would  also  have  to  be  moved.  He  explained  that  deadlines  are 
distributed  so  that  organizations  that  are  unsuccessful  in  the 
OPG  category  can  apply  to  the  Cultural  Equity  Initiatives  Level  I. 

Commissioners  Meyer  and  Rascon  expressed  support  for  making  a  decision 
to  change  the  guidelines  that  day.  Commissioner  Rogers  was  opposed  to 
making  a  decision  without  hearing  from  the  smaller  organizations. 
Commissioner  Nakajo  expressed  concern  about  the  inference  that  the 
process  had  been  unfair.  He  said  that  a  process  of  notification  had 
been  observed,  the  issue  had  been  considered,  and  a  decision  had  been 
made  to  move  the  process  on. 

Commissioners  Flynn  and  Healy  suggested  finding  a  way  to  move  the 
deadlines  so  that  people  would  have  a  chance  to  make  their  case.  It 
was  decided  that  the  issue  would  be  considered  at  the  next  Executive 
Committee  meeting  on  October  24  at  4  p.m.  It  was  emphasized  that  all 
Commissioners  were  welcome  to  attend.

Liz  Lerma  introduced  Alma  Robinson  and  Vicki  Taplin  of  ArtHouse,  who 
delivered  an  update  on  the  program,  which  began  in  1986  as  a  joint 
program  of  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  and  the  Art  Commission.  Ms. 
Taplin  said  that,  in  addition  to  administering  a  studio  and  live/work 
space  clearing  house  for  artists,  ArtHouse  advises  individuals  over 
the  phone  on  insurance,  landlord-tenant,  and  other  issues  and  conducts 
a  variety  of  educational  programs.  Ms.  Robinson  summarized  the 
program's  base  conversion  activities  at  the  Presidio,  Bayview/Hunter ' s 
Point,  Treasure  Island,  Fort  Ord  and  Hamilton  Field. 

Commissioner  Nakajo  reported  on  the  Commission's  heightened  community 
visibility  through  the  Arts  Education  professional  development  program 
in  the  school  district. 

4.  Civic  Design  Committee  -  Rod  Freebairn-Smith.  Chair 

a.    Report  from  Chair  of  Civic  Design  Committee  regarding 
activities  of  the  Committee  and  the  Program. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  reported  that  the  Redevelopment  and  Art 
Commissions  were  exploring  the  potential  for  collaboration  on  the 
Turk-Fillmore  Building. 

He  announced  a  special  Civic  Design  Committee  meeting  on  October  13  at 
8:30  a.m.  to  consider  design  alternatives  for  the  Mid  Embarcadero 
Roadway.   He  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  waterfront  project  and 
invited  other  Commissioners  and  staff  to  submit  input  on  Art 
Commission  participation  in  the  decision-making.   He  said  that  the  Art 
Commission  had  formerly  endorsed  the  split  roadway  option,  which  is 
not  the  one  currently  supported  by  the  Office  of  the  CAO.  The 
professional  design  community  is  divided  between  the  split  and  paired 
roadway  options.  Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  has  received  a  heavy 
volume  of  phone  calls  from  planners  and  designers  throughout  the  city 
and  northern  California. 

Jill  Manton  said  that  the  Art  Commission  role  was  an  advisory  one.  It 
did  not  have  the  same  authority  as  in  other  civic  design  projects 
because  the  roadway  is  on  Port  property.

Sufficient  funds  to  maintain  and 
superintend  the  city-owned  Cultural  Centers  are  included  in  the 
language  under  the  arts  and  cultural  appropriations  section.  Ms. 
Martinez  asked  the  Commission  to  support  Proposition  E  by  conveying 
its  importance  to  others  and  helping  to  meet  Campaign  goals.
